JOE S. WEBER HEADS COMMITTEE 
IN THE “FIGHT FOR SURVIVAL” 
CAMPAIGN RELIEF IN EUROPE 


Sierra Madre Jewry will sup¬ 
port an eleven-point program for 
the relief, rehabilitation and re¬ 
settlement of the 1,400,000 surviv¬ 
ing Jews of Europe to be carried 
on bv Christians and Jews 
through the $5,000,000 United 
Jewish Welfare Fund “Fight for 
Survival” oampaign. it was an¬ 
nounced today by Joe S. Weber, 
chairman of the Sierra Madre di¬ 
vision. 

In outlining the program to 
rescue the Jewish survivors of 
Hitlerism from the ravages of 
starvation, disease, and homeless- 
in war-ravaged Europe, Weber 
emphasized that the local Jewish 
community was engaged in an un¬ 
precedented drive so that those 
who escaped annihilation at the

hands of the Nazi oppressor shall 
not fall victim to the aftermath 
of the worst persecution in the 
history of civilization. 

The eleven-points include Relief 
and rehabilitation for approxi¬ 
mately 300,000 Jews in France, 
Holland, Belgium and Italy, Sup¬ 
plementary aid to 100,000 Jews 
in the Displaced Persons Gamp 
of Germany and Austria. Emerg¬ 
ency Aid to 85,000 Jewish Sur¬ 
vivors out of a total pre-war 
Jewish population of 3.500.000 In 
Poland, etc. Care reception and 
training of new immigrants Into 
Palestine. To resettle retain and 
adjust the newcomers In the 
United States. To help Ameri¬ 
cans to find their kin overseas.

What would any¬ 
one do if he returned from the 
front and found no family; com¬ 
munity respect gone because of 
military discipline; facing life 
with the stigma of a false step 
in a love affair; loss of a job or 
any other of the pitfalls that 
flesh is heir to? What would you 
do? 

Fortunately there is an insti¬ 
tution that ministers to just such 
needs. It serves where the need 
is greatest. Thousands appeal 
every vear to its sympathetic, 
understanding members who by 
wise counsel and material help 
give courage to the discouraged, 
and set the feet of the hopless 
on the paths of restored citizen¬ 
ship. I mean the Salvation Army. 
Friends here in Sierra Madre con¬ 
tribute each year to its support.

Produced in the West Coast 
laboratory of Moody Bible Insti¬ 
tute by Irwin A. Moon, Sc.D., 
"The God of Creation" Is the 
second in a series of evangelistic 
films. The first film by Dr. 
Moon, "They Live Forever,” had 
a large showing In all parts of 
the country. 

In the opening section of “The 
God of Creation” the audience 
takes a trip to the stars by 
means of solar photographs taken 
through the giant 100-inch tele¬ 
scope of Mt Wilson Observatory 
in southern California, and views 
complex gyrations of our own so¬ 
lar system. 

Lapse-time photography is util¬ 
ized to demonstrate the beauties 
of natural science. The Illusion 
of flower buds developing into 
full-blown blossoms in a few sec¬ 
onds is created through this time- 
compressing photo technique. The 
metamorphsis of a caterpillar 
through the various stages from 
worm to butterfly, and pollina¬ 
tion of flowers are seen on the 
screen In full color. 

Believed to be the first of their 
kind are the natural-color pic¬ 
tures of photosynthesis, the my¬ 
sterious food-manufacturing pro¬ 
cess resulting from the action of 
sunlight on green leaves.

WILL THE PUBLIC "STRIKE" BACK? 

While the strategy of John L. Lewis has stymied progress on 
a new coal contract, the rest of us have had to stand by and 
watch the Nation's coal supply dwindle rapidly. In the wake of 
that dwindling supply has come reduced steel operations and a 
creeping paralysis over industrial affected directly and indirectly 
by the lack of coal. 

How long will the Nation stand by while one strike after an¬ 
other throws its entire economic machine out of gear? Some la¬ 
bor leaders still seem unaware of the growing resentment of the 
general public toward the tactics which delay strike settlements 
while the public suffers. 

This is not to say that all industrial friction is solely the fault 
of labor, but we have had too many instances in which labor lead¬ 
ers have put their personal desires for power above the public 

welfare. 

In one of its latest inquiries, the Gellup Poll has found that 60 
per cent of the American people favor legislation outlawing strikes 
in public service industries, such as transportation, telephone, elec¬ 
tric, and qas companies. Public opinion is also reported heavily 
in favor of laws that would curb labor unions as a means of reduc¬ 
ing the frequency of strikes. 

Unless labor wakes un to the growinq resentment against the 
methods of some labor leaders, it may find itself shackled by se¬ 
vere laws- 

Our economy cannot stumble along indefinitely without collaps¬ 
ing into a depression if one work stoppage after another is al¬ 
lowed to go unchecked. The public, as well as labor and manage¬ 
ment, has some "rights."
